The first and 
most important thing was 
the registration which 
asked simple questions 
that every donor had to fill 
out. After was a physical 
interview where donors 
had to get their blood 
pressure checked alon 
with their iron.

passed the interview were 
then able to give blood.

Donors Choos 


Donors Choose is a organization thats 
donates to teachers materials for their 
proposed projects. Basically a teacher or 
staff worker will write a proposal about what 
they want their students to do for a project. 
You must include the materials you need for 
the project and the donor’s choose whether 
or not they will send the materials. There 
must be an educational reason or else you 
will be denied. 


When you get the materials you must send 
pictures of your project or of students 
working on the project and thank you notes 
to your donors. So far in Technology high 
school has about ten teachers who have 
written proposals to Donors Choose, but 
thousands of teachers across New Jersey 
have written to Donors Choose which means 
you must have a very plausable reason for 
what you want or you may get passed up.

The define me project, created by Mrs. 
Haynes Web Design and Development 
Il class, was an experiment created to 
test weather a video resume was more 
effective, or in other words appealing 
than our traditional ideal resumes. The 
task was for the students to make two 
resumes, a traditional one, which only 
spoke about their achievements and 
interest, and a video one, which didn't 
only show their interests, but goals, 
creativity and personality. 


While the traditional resume, only 
allowed students to show words, 

that to some may have no meaning, 
through the use of videos, music and 
graphics, the video resume allowed 
the students to actually show their 
interest, and portray the meaning of 
it. While on a traditional resume a 
student my write " i've played soccer”, 
on a video resume you can show 
pictures and videos of you playing, 
and even the medals you have won 
because of it, this, the students found 
out, might be the difference between 
getting the job you wanted, or not.
